Says if Great Britain's Interests in 
Northern Pacific Waters Were 
Jeopardized, Fleets of Japan and 
Herself Would Ride the Waves To- 
gether.

BOSTON, April 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch,] There have just been received 
in this city copies of the so-called 
“suppressed” speech of Prime Minister 
Sir. Wilfred Laurier, delivered in the 
Canadian Parliament on January 28, 
1908, in which he pointed out the pos- 
sibility of war between Great Britain 
and Japan on one side and the United 
States on the other. 

At the time of the delivery of the 
speech every possible effort to keep 
it secret is said to have been made, 
and to such good effect that hardly an 
inkling of it was given to the public. 
The Premier's speech, besides showing 
that such a war is entirely possible, 
also declared that the combined fleets 
of Great Britain and Japan would as- 
semble in Vancouver harbor to com- 
mence operations. 

The part of the speech which con- 
tained these startling statements is as 
follows: “If the interests of Great 
Britain were to be jeopardized in the 
northern Pacific Ocean, we might see, 
unfortunately, war break out, and the 
fleet of Japan and the fleet of England 
riding the waves together for a com- 
mon purpose and against a common 
enemy.

Elmore, Who Has Shrunk Thirty- 
five Pounds Through Abstinence 
from Food, Takes Mountain Jaunt 
With no Inn Effects and Soon Will 
Try Something to Eat. 


After fasting for thirty-nine. days, 
during which time he subsisted on wa- 
ter and juice of oranges and lemons, 
Day Elmore of No. 1441 Maple avenue, 
climbed and descended the Wilson trail 
yesterday, with two companions, and 
last night reported in prime condition. 
Elmore started from Sierra Madre at 
7:10 o'clock in the morning, arriving 


and at Wilson's Peak at 12:25 p.m. He re- 


turned a few hours later. Last night 
he said that, though he felt a little 
footsore, he had experienced no ill et- 
fects from the trip. He seemed to 
stand it as well or better, he said, than 
other pedestrians he met on the way. 
Forty days ago Elmore determined to 
try fasting in the hope that he might 
reduce his weight. At that time he 
tipped the scales at 205 pounds. Satur- 
day he weighed himself and found that 
he had lost thirty-five pounds.

seem to have lost strength. During the 


first few daysI was ravenously hungry, 


but that feeling soon passed away and 
my abstinence from food was not char- 
acterized by any disagreable effects.
